whereof, he perceived the Coaft turned’ toward the Ealt, or jons continy- 
@lfe the’ Sea‘ opened with amaine Gulfe into the land, hee ance, eaas 
knew not how farre ; wellhe wift'andremembred,thathe 
‘was faine to Ray till hee had a Wefterne wind and fomewhat 
Northerly, and thence hee fayled plaine Eaft along the Coaft 
fill, {o farre as hee'was able in 4. dayes, -at'the end ‘of which 
time, hee-was compelled to ftay, untill he had a fill Northerly 
wind, for as much as the Coaft bowed downe thence dire&- 
ly towards the Southward, at leaftwife, the Sea opened into 
che Land, that he could not tell how-farre; fo that hee fayled 
alone ft the coaft dire&tly South, fo farre as he could travelf'in 
five dayes,and at the ¢. dayes end; hee defcryed a mighty Ri- 
ver which opened very farreintheland,at the entry of which 
River hee ftayed his courfe, and in conclufion turned backe a- 
gaine ; For he durft not enter for feare of the Inhabitants of 
the Land, perceiving that on the ether fide of the River ic 
‘wasthrotighly inhabited ; which was the firlt peopled Land 
he had found from the place of his dwelling; whereas conti. 
nually, hee hada defert Wilderneffe upon his Starbord-fide, 
except fome in places,he faw a few Fifhers,Fowlers,and Hun- 
térs, which were all Fénwes; and onthe Larbord the maine o- 
cean. Thus much for Octzer; whom-it appeares was the fe-

The Boat went to Diggs Cape, and made direétly for the 
place wherethe Fuwle breed, where they fee 7.

ges {aw their Boat, they draw their leffer Boats into their 
bigger, and when they had done they came rowing to their 
Boat, and made fignes to the reft, our men made ready for all 
eflayes ; the Saluages came to them, and they grew fami- 
liar one with ancther, fo as ours tooke one of theirs into their 
Boate, and they tooke one of ours into theirs ; then they car- 
ried our Mentoa Cove where their Tents {tood tothe Weft- 
wardof the place where the Fowle breed , fo they carryed: 
our Man intotheir Tents, where he remained.untill our men 
returned theirs; In our Boat went their man to the-place 
wherethe Fowle breed ; and wee being dcfirous to know 
how the Salvages killed their Fowle, hee fhewed them the 
manner how, which was thus: They tookea long Pole with 
a {nare at the end,which they putabout the Fowles neck,and 
fo pluck them downe. When our men knew that we had a_ 
better way,and fo fhewed the Salvages the ufe of our Peeces, 
which at onefhot would kill 7,or8 To bee fhore, they re- 
turned to the Cove to receive our man, and todeliver theirs. 
When they came they made great joy with dancing,leaping, 
and firiking oftheir breafts, they offered divers things to. 
our Men: but they onely tooke fome Mores teeth, which they 
gave them for.a knife, and two glaffe Buttons, fareceiving. 
our Man, they came abroad rejoycing. at this chance as if 
they had met with the moft fimple people of the World. 

And Hesry Greene more then che reft was fo confident that

God blinded him fo, that where he thought to receive grear 
matters from this people, he received more then hee looked

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for ; and that {uddenly,by being made an example for all men 
that make no confcience of doing evill;and that weetake 
heed how wee truft the Salvage people how fimple foever 
they feeme to be. a | 
They made hafte to beon fhore, and becaufe the Ship rid 
farre off, they weighed and ftood as neere the place where 
the Fowle breedas they could; and becaufe he, this Writer 
waslame, he was to goe into Boat to carry {uch things as he 
had in the Cabbine, of every thing fome what; And {fo with 
more haft then good {peed (and not without {wearing )away 
he went; as Henry Greene, William Wilfon, John Thomas, Mi- 
chael Pierce, Ai desi Metter, and himielte. When they came 
neere the fhore, the people were onthe hills dancing and lea- 
ping 3 tothe Cove we came, where they had drawn up -therr 
Boatss Wee brought our Boat tothe Eatt fide of the Cove
